U. S. Rejects Red 
Charge of Border 
Violation by Craft 


TOKYO—UP)—Red China's 


No. 2 bsos charged today that 
a U. S. B-29 Superfort violat- 
ed Manchurian skies Jan. 12 
and was shot' down by Com- 
munist night fighters. 


U. S. Far East Air Forces con- 


firmed the loss of the bomber but 
asserted it was 12 to 15 miles inside 
North Korea—well below the Yalu 
River boundary of Manchuria— 
when crippled. 


The Reds alleged the B-29 was 


shot down nine miles northwest of 
Antung, big Communist airbase 
across the Yalu from Northwestern 
Korea. 


Crewmen Captured 


Peiping radio broadcast 
the 


charge and an angry protest- by 
Red China's Premier and Foreign 
Minister Chou En-lai. It quoted 
him as saying 11 crewmen, includ- 
ing a colonel and a major, were 
captured and that three 
other 


crewmen "died after parachuting." 


Chou is second only to Mao Tze- 


tung in the Chinese Communist 
regime. 


"The Chinese people are furious 


over this violation of our skies," 
Chou was quoted. "The American 
government . . . has planned dan- 
gerous preparations to enlarge the 
war in the last two months. 


"Th« central people's govern- 


ment of "thi" Chinese"'People's'Re- 
public recognizes.that the plans 
being adopted by, the American 
government are not only affecting 
the Far East but are threatening 
to the peace of the world." 


Chou charged that U. S. planes 


"violated our Northeastern skies" 
three other times in the past/ two 
months "on Nov. 28,-Dec. 8 and 
Dec. 13." 


It is an old propaganda charge. 


Allied pilots are under, strict orders 
not to cross the Yalu • River—not 
even if engaged in furious air com- 
bat. 


The Air Force said the B-29 in 


question 
"was on a regularly 


scheduled mission dropping psy- 
chological warfare news leaflets 
over North Korean cities" on the 
night of Jan. 12. 


"The aircraft was plotted and 


followed throughout its flight by 
friendly radar stations," said the 
announcement. "When over a town 
approximately 12 to 15 miles south 
of the' Yalu River, the B-29 'plot' 
merged (on the radar screens) 
with the plots of 12 hostile fighter 
aircraft. 


"It disappeared from radar con- 


tact immediately with the fighter 
plots. The B-29 carried no high- 
explosive bombs. A normal B-29 
crew of 14 officers and airmen 
were aboard."

guards as hostages, offered to ex 
change one of the hostages for an 
other guard. 


Earlier an ominous calm hung 


over the prison with the convicts 
sitting tight in their barricaded 
cell block. 


Kcady for Action 


More than 100 heavily armed 


state policemen and 90 prison 
guards, stood ready to storm that 
stronghold should state officials de 
cide that action is necessary. 


One of the rebel convicts called 


the prison office over the telephone 
communication system and offered 
to exchange any of the guards they 
held as hostages for another man. 
He said the prisoners had heard of 
the situation on their radios. 


Gordon C. Lewis, the prison cash- 


ier, who took the call referred it 
to state officials on the scene. They 
.ook no immediate action. 


The standout convicts got in 


touch with the prison office after 
William C. Chandler, 50, a prison 
juard, offered to replace Paul Ish- 
er, 40, one of the six guards seized 
by the prisoners when the riot 
broke out Monday night. 


"Like Brothers" 


Chandler said he made the offer 


>ecause Ishler's wife was suffering 
rom a nervous condition. June Ish- 
er," a daughter of the hostage 
guard, asked prison officials to in- 
orm her father there was nothing 
seriously wrong with members of 
lis family. Chandler said he and 
shier had been "like brothers" for 
ears. 
The state troopers and p'rison 


guards, ready to move on orders, 
were armed with submachine guns,

gas, 
smallarms and riot 


sticks. 


State Ally. Gen. Robert E. Wood- 


side, acting on direct orders from 
Gov. 
John" S. Fine, has been in 


charge of the efforts to dislodge 
the convicts in Cell Block A, center 
of the original outbreak Monday 
night.

In Unique Position 


The convicts are in the unique

Aides Against Disloyalty: 


WASHINGTON—(^—Secretary of States1 Dulles told 


foreign service employes today he will tolerate nothing less 
than "positive loyalty" to the nation's policies in this, its time 
of greatest peril. 


As his first official act after be- 


ing sworn in. with other Eisenhow- 
er Cabinet members Wednesday, 
Dulles addressed a letter to some 
16,500 Americans employed by the 
State Department at home and 
abroad. 


He advised 
them to expect 


changes under the new Republican 
administration and said: "The na- 
tional welfare must be given prior- 
ity over individual concerns." 


Dulles added: 
President 
Eisenhower recently 


stated, 'This nation stands in 
greater peril than at any time in 
our history.' 


"The period is of a kind which 


places a special responsibility on 
each and every member of the 
Department of State and the for- 
eign service. It requires of us 
:onipetence, discipline and positive 
oyalty to the policies that oug 
President and the' Congress may 
prescribe. 


"Less than that is not tolerable 
this time." 
Dulles advised that loyalty does 


not require intellectual dishones- 
ty" or reports distorted to please 
superiors. 


Dulles praised State Department 


and foreign service personnel as 
'a group of loyal Americans dedi- 
cated to the preservation of Amer- 
can ideals." 


"I am honored to be one 
v of 


you," he said, "and I am confi- 
dent that, under the leadership of 
•resident Eisenhower, we shall go 


on to deserve well of the nation 
ve love and serve."

early. -However, none got to his 
desk quite so early, as ~ President 
Eisenhower himself. 


Eisenhower was in his office 50 


minutes later than the hour he 
clocked in Wednesday, but he had 
a special reason for lingering in 
the White House living quarters. 


His son, Maj. John Eisenhower, 


was leaving on the first leg of a 
trip back to Korea, so there was:a 
leisurely family breakfast before 
the farewells. 


Maj. Eisenhower, ordered back 


from Korea by then President Tru- 
man for his father's inauguration, 
was going from Washington _tc* 
Highland Falls, N. Y.,. for a visit 
with his -wife and children before 
returning to Korea. 


McKay Home 111 


The exception was Secretary of 


Interior McKay. He was confined 
to his bed with influenza.

Explosives, sulfa drugs, paint, tar, nylon, plastics, per- 


fume, livestock feed, fertilizer, insecticides, roofing, photo 
chemicals, aspirin and Pharmaceuticals have one thing in 
common. All of them are derivatives of coal. The total list 
of coal derivatives would fill many pages—and more are be- 
ing discovered all the time. This wide variety of products ex- 
tracted from coal 'didn't result from luck. It came, instead, 
from the-intensive and costly research work carried on by 
both coal producers and coal users. 


Coal has proved itself to be one of the most versatile sub- 


stances known to man. It is, one of the primary sources of 
heat and energy. It accounts for most of our electric power 
and all of our steel, to name but two necessities which are de- 
pendent on it. 


One phase of coal research lies in discovering means to 


make it do a constantly more efficient and economical job 
when burned. According to the scientists, coal's horizons 
have been barely touched so far. Current experiments and de- 
velopments indicate that coal is capable of many more mira- 
cles, and that its usefulness to humanity will become greater 
as the years roll by. Coal is one of the oldest of fuels—but it 
always has something brand new to offer. 


A Program for Survival 


The commentators and columnists have been speculating 


on what Mr. Eisenhower's government fiscal policy will be. 
The consensus, based on his statements and those of his close 
advisors, runs about as follows. 


Spending will be cut in every possible direction. Waste 


and non-essentials will be curbed. Every effort will be made 
to balance the budget immediately. -Once that is done, taxes 
will be reduced both for businesses and individuals. There is 
a possibility that the so-called excess-profits tax will be aban- 
doned entirely when the current law expires next June. This 
tax, most economists agree, is an unfair and dangerous bur- 
den on business—and most especially on the smaller business, 
which is deprived of funds needed for growth purposes. 


That, so far as one can see now, will be the Eisenhower 


program. It is the only kind of program that can be trusted 
to save this country from bankruptcy. No nation—no matter 
how wealthy and how well supplied with resources—and no 
system of government can forever survive official corruption 
and deficits in the national treasury. 


Voice of the /People 


The advocates of socialized electricity always claim 


that the people want their power service to be provided by 
government—and that they are blocked by "selfish interests" 
which put special privilege above the public good. 


That argument suffers from one little fault. It has been 


true for many years that when public power proposals have 
been voted oh by the people, the vast majority of them have 
been roundly defeated. 


Two typical examples of this long-term trend occurred 


recently. In an Arkansas county, an act to create a public 
utility district with power to condemn tax-paying business- 
managed utilities was massacred by a fpur-to-one vote. Jn 
a Washington state county two commissioners who cam- 
paigned on the platform, "Keep our tax-paying electric com- 
pany at work for us," won by a tvvo-to-one margin. 


Various national polls have been taken in effort to find 


out if the people want the government to take over the power 
business. The vei'dict has always been no. 


This being true, why has socialized power gone so far 


in this country—to the point where it accounts for some- 
thing like 20 per cent of the total? The answer is simple: 
With few exceptions, it has been bulldozed through by so- 
cialistically-inclined political groups and by government bur- 
eaus which have grown so large and complex as to be beyond 
the effective control of Congress. 
When the American 


people have a chance to register their opinion of any social- 
istic idea, the odds are long that they will turn thumbs down.

Shingles, Not a Skin Dis.ease, 
Probably Is Caused by Virus 


Each year a whole new group of 


people develop a disease known as 
shingles or herpes zoster. This is 
a peculiar condition and if one 
must have it, it would be best to 
do so while still comparatively 
young—if one could have a choice. 
In the elderly it is too likely to 
lead to miserable and long-con- 
tinued pain. 


In all probability, shingles re- 


sults from a virus infection. For 
some peculiar reason this virus at- 
tacks the nerve roots of the nerves 
of feeling. It is also for some 
strange reason almost invariably 
on one side of the body only. 


The first sign of the disease is 


generally pain or a burning sensa- 
tion on one side of the body. Tin- 
gling or other peculiar sensations 
are frequent. It is common around 
the chest, the hips, the abdomen 
and the face. Serious complications 
occur if it affects the eyes. 


After a> few days of these sensa- 


tions, blisters appear on the skin. 
But it is not really a skin disease. 
When several days have passed 
the blisters burst and dry up, 
finally leaving altogether. 


Herpes may come with 'or im- 


mediately after acute infections 
like pneumonia or meningitis; it 
can come in epidemics or without 
any cause which can be identified. 


There seems to be some relation 


between herpes and chickenpox. 
Small epidemics of herpes have 
arisen at the same time as epi- 
demics of chickenpox: 
Occasion- 


ally a person will develop chicken- 
pox from contact with a patient 
with shingles. This- is a most in- 
teresting relationship. 
XO SPECIFIC REMEDY 
Many different kinds of treatment 
have been used for shingles. Sooth- 
ing lotions or other preparations 
help a little. X-rays have been 
used with variable success. Anti- 
biotics also may have some value. 
But there is no truly specific rem- 
edy. 


In elderly people herpes is often 


a particularly serious thing be- 
cause it hangs on so long. When 
nothing else seems to work, cut- 
ting the nerve- by surgery may 
have to be considered. Older peo 
pie with nerve pain following shin- 
gles deserve our heartfelt sympa- 
thy.

Don't Get Tricked on Your End Plays 


An unusual end situation was 


brought about in today's hand when 
it was played last december in 
the National Open Pair Champion- 
ship in Miami. West was given 
his choice of being squeezed or 
thrown in for an end play. 
He 


could take his choice. 


West opened the king of spades 


after his rather daring penalty 
double had been passed all around. 
When he saw dummy's doubleton 
in spades, West promptly shifted 
to a trump in order to reduce 
dummy's ruffing power. 


East won with the ace of hearts 


and returned a trump, dummy 
winning with the queen. When a 
low club was returned from dum- 
my, East promptly hopped up with 
the ace of clubs to lead another 
trump. 


Declarer, Leo Roet, of Irvington, 


N. J., took the third round of 
trumps in his hand with the king, 
cashed the king and queen of clubs, 
and then led his last trump. This 
put West on the sharp horns of a 
dilemma. 


West had already discarded his 


low spades and was now down 
to the A-J of spades and his four 
original diamonds. 
If West dis- 


carded the Jack of spades, allow- 
ing himself. to be squeezed, de- 
clarer could lead a low spade to 
force out the ace. 
West would 


eventually make his king of dia- 
monds, but declarer would easily 
make hs contract. 


West actually decided to dis- 


card a low diamond, leaving him- 
self 
with only three 
diamonds 


leaded by the king. Roet now led 
i low diamond from his hand, 
completing West discomfiture. 


If West hopped up with the king 


of diamonds, he could get out 
safely with a diamond, but this 
would allow declarer to take the 
ace and then lead a diamond to 
dummy's queen.

Rules 1872 Law 
Not Enforceable 


WASHINGTON—W>-The 
U. S. 


Court of Appeals, dividing 5 to 4, 
ruled today that eating places in 
the capital may refuse service to 
Negroes. 


The majority 
held that laws 


passed by the Legislative Assembly 
in 1872 and 1873 against racial dis- 
crimination cannot be enforced for 
these major reasons: 


1. The anti-discrimination laws 


weren't valid in the first place. 


2. Since they were not enforced 


for 78 years, they can only be put 
into execution now by legislative 
action. 


The case grew out of the refusal 


of a John R. Thompson restaurant 
to serve Negroes. 
Municipal au- 


thorities argued that the 19th cen- 
tury law required that they be 
served. 


Owners Have Choice 


Chief Judge Harold M. Stephens 


wrote the majority opinion. Ben- 
nett Champ Clark, Wilbur K. Mil- 
ler, James M, Proctor and E. Bar- 
rett Prettyman concurred. 


Judge Charles Fahy wrote a vig- 


orous dissent in which Judges 
Henry W. Edgerton, David L. 
Bazclon and George T. Washing- 
ton joined. 


The case is expected to reach 


the Supreme Court ultimately. 


If the decision stands, operators 


of Washington eating places may 
continue to serve or not serve Ne- 
jrocs as they choose. 


Negroes now are served in some 


eating places, but not in others. 


The majority held that the en- 


actments were not within the pow- 
er of the Legislative Assembly and 
further that they were repealed by 
the District of Columbia code of 
1901. 


Run by Congress 


The old anti-discrimination laws 


were passed when home rule ex- 
sted in Washington and a Legis- 
ative Assembly enacted laws in 
the nation's capital. 


But home rule was rescinded in 


1878 and the capital has had no 
self-government since. The city is 
run and administered by the Con- 
rcss. 
The Circuit Court majority opin- 


on maintained that since Congress 
•uns the city. Congress should en- 
act the laws. 


Segregation in the capitol long 


las been a stormy political sub- 
ect. Both presidential candidates 
ast year called for the end of scg- 
•egation here. 


Only Few Segregate 


The question of whether segre- 


gation in schools is lawful here 
ivas argued before the Supreme 
Court earlier this winter. No de- 
ision has been handed down yet. 
All public schools are segregated. 


After an intensive battle in 1948, 
Vashington's legitimate theaters 
penecl their doors to Negroes. So 
Jid three movie houses in the 
downtown area. But most movie 
louses remain segregated. 


An official of the National Res- 
aurant Association said today that 
inly a few of Washington's major 
cstaurants are non - segregated 
'but that there are a large num- 
ier of good colored restaurants op- 
irated by colored people." 
Some hotels, such as the Statler, 


permit Negroes to dine at private 
unctions in the hotel, but not in 
he main dining rooms.

News of Henrietta Otis Shaw 


Henrietta Otis Snaw has done a 


lot of traveling in her life. And a 
lot of writing. 


But one particular country, and 


one particular story 'about that 
country keeps cropping up in her 
life. 


The country is China. 
The story is a fictional Christmas 


tale about missionaries t h e r e , 
"Lighted Candles." 


Mrs. Shaw wrote the children's 


story almost 20 years ago. It first 
appeared in a church paper. It has 
also been -printed in a volume of 
children's stories, in a New York 
Braille magazine and now it ap- 
pears in a new book edited by 
Marjorie Vetter called "Christmas 
All Year 'Round," published by the 
Abelard .Press, Inc. 


Mrs. Shaw, who devotes her free 


time more to civic affairs than to 
writing now, is a little embarrass- 
ed that her long-forgotten story 
continues to arouse interest. 


"Lighted Candles," she explains, 


takes place in North China and 
concerns a missionary family. 


"The father has gone into the in- 


terior, where bandits are ram- 
part," continues the author, "and 
the family, huddled together in 
their tiny home, fear he won't re- 
turn'by Christmas. 


"One day near Christmas, the 


bandits ambush the family while 
the mother is gone. And the oldest 
son pacifies them by lighting the 
candles on the Christmas tree and 
telling the bandits a Christmas 
story. 


"When the mother returns, she 


offers them tea and rice and ex- 
plains that this is the season for 
giving." 


Naturally, the bandits backtrack, 


Of interest to the residents of this vicinity is the article in a New 


Orleans, La., paper concerning Henrietta Otis Shaw, widow of Arthur 
Shaw, formerly of Lee Center. 


Mrs. Shaw has a talented daugh- 


ter, Mrs. Phyllis Ann Steinberg of 
San Antonio, Tex., who has recent- 
ly had her book of poems, "Proteus 
and Other Poems," published. 
- The following is from the New 
Orleans Item, Dec. 24, 1952, and 
was headed, "Fame Follows Her 
Chinese Yule Story." 


return the husband to his family 
and the story ends happily. 


Mrs. Shaw, wife of an engineer, 


Arthur Munroe Shaw, spent three 
years in China .around 1930. Sh« 
lived in Hangchow in a five-bed- 
room home attended to by five 
servants. 


Former Home of Missionary 
"Our house," she says, was of 


stucco, a two-storied affair which 
previously served as a mission 
house. 


"It was modem in every respect 


except that we didn't have any 
plumbing. We always said we had 
running water, but it was the cool- 
ies that did the running with it." 


The five servants Mrs. Shaw had 


included the cook, the richshaw 
boy, the amah (a personal woman 
servant), the No. 1 boy and the No. 
1 boy's 13-year-old son. 


"Our 
patio was always filled 


with relatives we'd taken in, sort 
of unbeknown to us. These were 
the cousins, the sons, brothers and 
sisters of the servants. They'd just 
sort of stay around and do odd er- 
rands for us." 


The No. 1 boy in the Shaw house- 


hold took charge of all the shop- 
ping, supervised the other servants 
and the running of the home. 


To furnish their home, the Shaws 


took to China with them, a Grand 
Rapids catalogue. "We'd show the 
picture of the furniture we wanted 
to the wicker man and he would 
copy them. Then the upholsterer 
would dc them up in blue silk. 


Once a Week Chinese Chow 
The food the Shaws ate was 


much like any Western food. Once 
a week they had "Chinese Chow." 
And pretty soon Mrs. Shaw devel 
oped a taste for such Oriental deli- 
cacies as pheasant, sharks' fins 
and bird's nest soup. 


It was there, while Mrs. Shaw 


was in China, that she did most of 
her writing. "Since the servants 
did everything around the house, I 
had plenty of free time," she says. 


Early in her marriage she wrote 


short articles for church magazines 


and papers. "I'd never planned to 
get into the juvenile field," she re- 
calls. "But the papers kept asking 
for more children's stories." 


Widowed now, and settled down 


in New Orleans for good, Mrs. 
Shaw presently turns her spare 
moments to other things. She's 
president of the Institute of Oricn 
tal Relations and on the board of 
the League of Women Voters. 


The IOR, she says, is composed 


of a group of men and women who 
study an ddiscuss Asian affairs. 
"Eleven years ago it began as 
Friends to China. Then the title be 
came 
misleading. 
Because 
we 


weren't friends of the Communists, 
just friends of the Chinese." 


Mrs. 'Shaw's husband was the 


first president of the organization. 
She's been head of the group for 
the past three years. 


"We feel very strongly," she 


says, "that the Western world 
must come to understand the Far 
East and the Middle East." 
• She says it's hard to understand 
any mass surrender to Comma 
nism in China because the people 
are so individualistic.

Grande's skittish 
young 
coach, 


Newt Oliver, impresses on skeptics. 


N Newt, brought Bevo into the fold 
with him last Fall from Wellsville 
High School in eastern Ohio. It's 
clay pit country, and the elder 
Francis still works in the mines. 
At six, Bevo had suffered a severe 
case of what Oliver dramatically 
calls anemia but which the victim 
describes more like malnutrition.

-during the coming biennium: 


1. Local civil defense organiza-

strength by the enrollment of vpl- 
unteers. 


2. Mobile support and mutual 


aid forces must be completely or- 
ganized and satisfactorily trained. 


3. The training and public edu- 


cation programs must be develop- 
ed on the state level and imple- 
mented by programs on the local 
level. 


4. A small stockpile of vitally 


needed medical supplies must be 
procured and stored at strategic 
points ready for Instant use. 


5. The air raid warning system 


must be extended from the key 
points to communities in all mu- 
tual aid areas.

Drug Sent to 
ffait 'Epidemic9 


Of Hiccoughs 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil tf>—A 


new drug is being flown from Swe- 
den in response tu press reports 
that a hiccough epidemic in Recife 
has killed 55 infants in two weeks, 
but state health authorities deny 
the outbreak. 


The mysterious malady, said to 


affect only infants under 1 year 
old, was reported this week by the 
Rio de Janeiro newspaper 0 Globo. 


H o w e v e r , Pernambuco State 


Health Secretary Arthur Coutinho 
said only eight infants—a normal 
number—had died in the past two 
weeks in the Refice suburb where 
the disease was reported. Recife 
is on the coast 1,100 miles north- 
east of Rio de Janeiro. 


In Sweden, Yves Gylden, man- 


aging director of the Astra Chemi 
cal Company, read reports of the 
outbreak and offered the Brazilian 
envoy in Stockholm a supply of a 
drug developed recently by two 
Swedish doctors. 


The offer was accepted, and 2,000 


doses were loaded on a plane for 
Brazil Wednesday. 


Recapture All 
But 6 Fleeing 
State Hospital 


KINGS PARK, N. Y. <J>— Seven 


teen male patients early today 
smashed their way out of Kings 
Park State hospital, a mental in 
stitution, and 11 were reported re 
captured within a few hours. 


A police alarm described the 17 


as "violent.' A staff physician at 
the hospital, Dr. Murray Rossman, 
classed them as "mentally dis- 
turbed" but he declined to state 
in what degree. 


The bolting patients wrecked all 


the furnishings of their second- 
floor ward. One chased a doctor 
with a broken piece of a bed. He 
and the five attendants on duty in 
the ward escaped harm. 


The patients, quartered in a 


room with barred windows, broke 
down a door leading to a corridor 
and ran out into a snow and sleet 
storm. 
- Two were caught on the hospital 
grounds, and nine others within a 
few miles from here—some at Long 
Island Rail Road stations. All sub- 
mitted without a struggle.
